The leading army and navy officers hope the 
United Seates wfll go slow before they decide on 
the disposal of the Philippine Islands. 


Not Signed Yet. 


Washington, Aug. 12.—It is rumored here 
that the French ambassador has received instruc- 
tions to sign the protocol, but had not done so up 
to the time of the cabinet meeting. 


Situation in the East Decidedly Serious.

Washington, Aug. 12.—The Cabinet had a 
short session and Secretary Day says they have 
not heard anything from Spain. The French Am- 
bassador says he has received nothing and will 
probably receive no answer to-day, but the offici- 
als think there is no doubt but that one will come., 
The navy department this morning received word 
from the British squadron which sailed from 
(Jibralter. It is presumed the squadron has gone 
to China, which to the officials here, is an indica- 
tion that the situation in the East is decidedly 
serious. 


It is all Over Now. 


Washington, Aug. 12.~The French 'ambassa- 
dor began receiving a long cablegram just before 
one o'clock this afternoon and it is stated it con- 
tains Spain's reply- He is having it translated as 
fast as possible.

The Products of the Philippines. 


Rice is the chief product of the 


Philippine Islands, but it is not es- 
ported. 
K is the stapl? foe-'1 of the 


natives, and sometimes the supply is 
short. Both the mountain and low- 
land rice are produced, and more than 
ninety varieties are known. It is easy 
to cultivate them, and in favorable 
years the yield is very generous. 


Maize is grown in considerable quan- 


tities. So are the sweet potato, yams, 
ground nuts, gourds, potatoes, peas. 
A little wheat is raised (it high eleva- 
tions. Among the fru its are the mango, 
plantain, banana, rnangosteeu, jack 
fruit, medlars, lanzon and duriau, the 
last especially m the Sulu Islands. 
Tha islands are generally mountain- 
ous, and at proper elevations the fruits 
of southern Europe and of Florida 
flourish, as the orange, citron and 
sapotilla. 


The cotton of this archipelago is ex- 


cellent and its production makes some 
progress. 
The cacao can be success- 


fully grown and of good quality, but 
little attention is paid to it. The tea- 
plant has been tried in botanic gar- 
dens and is found to thrive. Th» 
islands are rich in odorous flowers, 
und the manufacture of essences and 
perfumes is increasing. Cinnamon, 
the pepper tree and many other of the 
valuable plants of the Malay Penin- 
sula and the East Indies either grow 
here naturally or can be easily intro- 
duced.—Scientific American.

engaged 


George Herbert Stephens as assistant 
niofessor of moral philosophy. The 
young man was a Princeton graduate, 
taking special studies in the Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 
After a year's trial 


yuuag Stephens was appointed asso- 
ciate professor for two years longer. 
at $800 a year. 


They were close friends a year or 


two; then bitter enemies. Stephens crit- 
icised the president's theological views 
—did not consider his college meth- 
ods sound. Warfield refused to reap- 


' point him. He appealed to the trustees 


with an ingenious . flfteen-thousand- 
word" statement. They listened, were 
charmed, but sustained the president 
—said Stephens must go. Caspar Wis- 
tar Hodge, also of Princeton, succeed- 
ed aim. Stephens retired to his home, 
near Montrosc. in Susquehanna coun- 
ty, and planned revenge—to burn the 
college buildings one by one. that the 
students might be accused. They would 
resent it. In the uproar the president 
would be forced to resign as unfit to 
manage a great institution. 


Stephens reached Phillipsburg, just 


across the river from Easton. Dec. IT. 
1897. Some time after midnight on 
the ISth, disguised, he-entered Pardee 
Hall with his key,• abstracted valuable 
books from the library for future read- 
ing, made a pyramid of furniture, sur- 
mounted by Professor Davidson's fa- 
vorite 
motto, 
"Study Nature, Not 


Books." The letters were ot bones, 
and handsomely framed. 


Stephens thought it a great joke on 


his friend Davidson, with whose philo- 
sophical views he did not agree. He 
shoved a lighted gaspipe into the pile, 
locked the door and fled to his hotel. 
The lack of oxygen smothered the con- 
flagration. 
No fire was visible from 


Phillipsburg. 
Stephens thought his 


.mission had failed, but was awakened 
at the break of day by the glare of the 
burning building. 


He went to New York, returned in a 


week, visited the ruins, chuckling over 
the desolation. His deviltry bad prov- 
ed a success. 


Then he began a series of desecra- 


tions' unparalleled in the history of 
colleges. Being well known and hav- 
ing a key he was able to go about un- 
restrained.

The lesson of their 
dependence 


upon the United States for bread has 
recently beeu impressed upon the 
people of Europe. It is iaide the 
subject of a letter to the Department 
of State bv Consul-General Da Bois at 
St Gall. * 


"Until to-day," Mr. Da 
Boia 


writes, "ihe native; little comprehend- 
ed bow much they depended OB Amer- 
ica for ibeir daily bread, and the ex- 
perience of the past thirty days has 
opened wide their ejes to ti« aignifi- 
cant truth that in America is located 
their reliable and faithful source of 
supplies. 
This revelation is non- 


teaching the masses every morning, 
noon and lyght how essential America 
is to the welfare .and happiness of 
Europe; for where and when bread is 
high, and wages low there can be but 
little hope and comfort. 


"This does not depend so much. 


upon the amount of breadstuff's Amer- 
ica sends regularly to Europe as it 
does upon the fact that nearly always 
iu years of great crop failures, the 
United States has usually held the 
balance of power so far as breadstuff 
resources were concerned, and in each 
instance onr position and supply have 
determined the cost of the European 
loaf of bread, which means the com- 
fort and weal of the masses; for in 
Europe bread and potatoes furnish 
about ninety per cent, of the nourish- 
ment of the laboring class. 


"The people of Switzerland are 


great bread eaters, but not much of 
their bread is made from United 
States flour. Seventy per cent, of the 
wheat consumed in Switzerland conies 
from Russia. Out of a total of 7,767,- 
013 hundredweights 
imported into 


Switzerland last year, Bussia sent 4,- 
605,946 hundredwe-g!;ts 
and 
the 


United States only 528,349 hundred- 


eights. 
But notwithstanding this 


fact, the chief topic of conversation 
cow is: What is the supply of Ameri- 
can wheat? 
What will be the effect 


of the war on the price of it? 
And, 


most important of all, what will be 
the coat of a loaf of bread made out 
ffit? 


"Within two days European wheat 


rose from $5.40 to $5.88 a centner 
JllO pounds), and American wheat 
rose from 85.01 to 85.68 per centner. 
In a very short time the common 
bread (hall white flour), largely 
used -by the masses, rose from four 
cents to five and one-half cents per 
pGtiud. When the uohest laborer'geia 
forty cents a day and he finds his loaf 
of bread suddenly increase in price 
about twenty-five per cent, he stops 
to think how it has happened; and 
when he learns that it is because Eu- 
rope cannot get American wheat at the 
usual price, he begins to realize what 
an effective and important part Amer- 
ica is playing in his daily life. 


"As seen above, : the amount of 


wheat that the United States furnishes 
tc Switzerland is not large — not one- 
fifth, what it should be; but, in spite 
of that fact, the war sent the price of 
bread up twenty-five per cent, in the 
Alpine republic, besides causing seri- 
ous and bloody riots in Italy; helping 
to put a state of siege over all Spain, 
setting the masses of Germany grumb- 
ling, disclosing the fact that 14,000,- 
000 Russians are in need of bread, and 
awakening solicitude and unrest in 
France — all because the United States 
holds, and for many' decades will 
bold, the balance of power in bread-" 
Huff's." — St. Louis Globe-Demoerat.
